These contracts are to supply various types and sizes of electric meters, meter sockets, and
metering transformers on an as needed basis. The electric meter Is the device that measures the
customer's electric usage. The electric meter socket houses the electric meter and provides
connectivity for the customer’s electric service wires. The metering transformers are devices that
are utilized to accurately reduce excessive voltages and currents in order to minimize hazards to
personnel and equipment,

This solicitation was issued with dual award requirements. Due to the critical need for these items
for constant daily use, two awards will be made per line item, which meet the specified
requirements. One contract for approximately 60% will be awarded to the lowest responsive
bidder representing a single manufacturer for items bid. A second contract representing 40% will
be awarded to the next lowest responsive bidder representing a different manufacturer and
whose bld price per line item Is ne more than ten percent higher that the low bidder of the
comresponding line item. If there Is not a second bidder within 10% of the low bidder, then award
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will be made to the low bidder for 100% of the line item.
